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Town Pound rebuilding effort 


Donations now being accepted

WILMINGTON - Can all the 
king’s horses and all the 
king’s men put the town 
pound back together again? 

That is the challenge facing 
the Wilmington Historical 
Commission, which is seeking 
a contractor and funding to 
rebuild the town pound. The 
stone wall structure stood for 
195 years on Glen Road, only 
to be demolished by its prop- 
erty owner in April. 

The pound was authorized 


in a vote by the town meeting 
of 1813, and was built the fol- 
lowing year on land given by 
Col. William Blanchard. In 
1911, though, the town 
returned the land to the 
Blanchard family. The site 
has remainéd under private 
ownership since then. 

It was one of only three 
town pounds still on its origi- 
nal site in Massachusetts and 
was listed on the National 
Historic Register. Most towns 
had a pound as a containment 


area where stray farm ani- 
mals could be held until they 
were claimed by their owners. 
‘The pound was adjacent to a 
cottage, known as the 
Scalekeeper’s Cottage, with 
the sidewalk immediately in 
front. The cottage was used 
as a residence until 20 years 
ago, when the property was 
subdivided. At that time, an 
addition to the cottage was 
removed, and the Wilmington 
Dept. of Public Works moved

American Legion Hall 


By LARZ F. NEILSON 

WILMINGTON - Adams 
Street in Wilmington has an 
interesting background. It 
takes its name from the 
Adams Pump Factory, which 
once stood near the corner of 
Adams Street and Middlesex 
Avenue. The building later 
became the American Legion 
Hall. 
-An 1856 map shows the 
pump factory. It was a long 
building, two stories tall. 
Many will remember that 
Adams Street was only about 
20 feet away from the Legion 
Hall. But it was not a case of 
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the building being built close 
to the road, rather, just the 
opposite. The ancient map 
shows the building, but 
Adams Street is not there. 

On an 1875 map, Adams 
Street is shown between 
Middlesex Avenue and 
Church Street, but not east of 
Church Street. 

On April 7, 1847, Cyrus 
Adams married Susan Maria 
Morrill, the oldest daughter 
of Cadwallader Morrill, a 
wheel-wright and coffin 
maker. He lived in the house 
named for his grandfather, 
Rev. Isaac Morrill, the second 
minister of the Wilmington 
Congregational Church. It is 
probable that Cadwallader 
Morrill transferred land to 
his daughter and son-in-law 
for the factory. 

On the 1856 map, the pump 
factory was shown with the 
name S. Adams. To the north, 
a house is listed as C. Adams. 
And next to Cadwallader 
Morrill’s house, at the point 
where Mill Brook crosses 
under Middlesex Avenue, is a 
coffin mantfactory, with the 


name C. Adams. 

The pumps, at first, were 
made almost entirely of 
wood. Later Adams intro- 
duced iron parts as he 
improved his product. 

Adams had what may well 
be labeled the predecessor of 
the modern factory assembly 
line. There were no walls or 
partitions in his building, and 
it also lent itself well to exper- 
imentation. 

The building also was the 
site of town meetings about 
the time of the Civil War. 
Wilmington town meetings 
were traditionally held in the 
Meeting House, which, of 
course, was the church. In 
1859, the Select Schoo! was 
Started, that being another 
name for the high school. The 
classes were held in the 
church basement, where ordi- 
narily the town meetings 
were held. There were some 
modifications made to the 
church basement to accom- 
modate the classes. *

WILMINGTON - There are 
too many stories in sports 
these days that make you 
either embarrassed to be a 
fan of a particular team or 
embarrassed to be a sports 
fan at all.

It also enabled him to honor 
the memory of his late father, 
while attempting to honor the 
memory of one of his dad's 
favorite drivers in Dale Sr. 
While Shay himself was never 
a huge fan of The Intimidator, 
as Earnhardt was known, he 
had always felt a certain kin- 
ship with him. 

It was Shay’s dad who had 
introduced him to NASCAR, 
watching the first live wire- 
to-wire coverage of the 
Daytona 500 with his dad in 
1979. During that race his dad 
had urged his son to keep an 
eye on a then young-Dale Sr.

Town Manager receives offer 


Poised to sound Executive Administrator for the Town of Dartmouth 


Tewksbury 


TEWKSBURY - Less than 
six months after the Board of 
Selectmen notified Town 
Manager David Cressman 
that they would not be renew- 
ing his current contract when 
it expires in December; 
Cressman received a condi- 
tional offer for the Executive 
Administrator position in 
Dartmotth. 

The Dartmouth Board of 
Selectmen voted unanimously 
on Monday night to offer the 
position “to Cressman contin- 
gent upon a successful back- 
ground check and contract 
negotiations, 

Once the background check 
is complete, contract negotia- 
tions regarding salary and 
benefits will begin between 
Cressman and Dartmouth 
officials. Cressman could not 
anticipate any potential start 
date for the position in 
Dartmouth because negotia- 
tions could pass quickly or be. 
drawn out over several 
months. Cressman’s current 
contract with Tewksbury runs 
until the 3ist of December, 
but he noted that he does not 
believe there are any provi-

The IRS is not without heart. It 
is offering tax relief for the vic- 
tims of Ponzi schemes, investors 
with Madoff, Stanford and other 
scammers. Victims can deduct 
their losses as theft loss rather 
than a capital loss, without the 
usual limitation that reduces 
casualty and theft-loss deduction 
by ten percent of adjusted gross 
income. 

The IRS says these investors 
can opt to deduct % percent of 
the amounts put in, including 
reinvested amounts, less any 
money withdrawn. For those 
investors who are filing claims 
for recovery, the deductible 
amount becomes 75 percent. But 
if they get less than 25 percent 
back, they can claim additional 
theft loss in that year. 

If the loss creates a net operat- 
ing loss for the year, that loss 
can be carried back for up to 
five years, if the investor's aver- 
age gross receipts are $15 mil- 
lion or less.

Over the past five decades, 
we have witnessed a steady 
increase in Asthma cases-in 
this country.

A number of triggers can 
induce the asthmatic 
response including environ- 
mental conditions, allergens, 
physical exertion, viral infec- 
tions, spinal misalignments, 
and emotional stress.

As many 75% of the 
people admitted to hospitals 
for treatment of asthma are 
reported to be overweight. 
This correlation may be two- 
fold. Physically, overweight 
people have limited space 
available for the lungs to 
expand. On a cellular level, 
fat cells release a hormone 
called leptin, which is 
thought to stimulate cells in 
the bronchial airway, leading 
to increased sensitivity to 
allergens. 

Besides the quantity 
increase, the types of foods 
that we now eat might also be 
encouraging the epidemic. 
Some research indicates that 
our shift from grain to corn 
based nutrition may have 
helped increase our system 
sensitivity. : 

Asthma sufferers fall into 
two different categories: 
allergic and non-allergic. 

Allergic, or extrinsic asth- 
ma is the most common type 
of the disease and is trig- 
gered by inhalation of an 
allergen. Immunoglobulin E 
is an antibody that the body 
produces in order to protect 
itself from foreigners. It 
resides it the lungs, skin and 
mucous membranes and it is 
responsible for most types of 
allergic reactions including 
eczema, hay fever and asth- 
ma.

tion of the lungs by the first- 
through-third thoracic nerve 
roots, people with asthma 
will demonstrate spinal 
restrictions the majority of 
the time, if not always, at 
those levels. Many studies 
have proven the benefits of

Work-at-Home Scam alert 


The latest scam to hit the 
Internet has just arrived from 
Nigeria: Jobs for people seek- 
ing part-time positions - 
called “mail assistants” - for 
work done at home. 
Vacancies are posted on 
Craigslist.com under the 
name of ABS Consulting. 
Based in the country of 
Luxembourg, ABS purports to 
have facilities throughout 
Europe, referred to as 
“Forward Luxembourg.” It 
claims 'to be a leading global 
provider of risk-management 
services. 

Job seekers - typically col- 
lege students looking for sum- 
mer work - are told they will 
provide mail forwarding ser- 
vices for expatriates, interna- 
tional travelers, and seasonal 
workers around the world. 
They are asked to perform 
simple tasks: 

Receive mail at home. 

* Scan the front of each 
envelope received. 

¢ E-mail scanned images to 
the company. 

* Ship accumulated mail 
biweekly, using prepaid UPS 
or FedEx postage labels pro- 
vided via e-mail. 

After two weeks on the job, 
assistants get an e-mail 
promising an $800 paycheck, 
plus an extra $200 bonus. But 
to’ test their “integrity,” 
they're told they’ll get a 
check for $2,800—and must 
mail a check back to return 
the extra money. 

The $2,800 check may look 
legitimate but - big surprise - 
it’s bogus. So instead of get- 
ting paid, the college student 
now has to, pay the bank the 
full amount. Worse, the scam- 


mer now has access to the 
student’s checking account. 
And the student is commit- 
ting a criminal violation by 
scanning victims’ mail. 

“This is another example of 
how the anonymous nature of 
the Internet is allowing scam- 
mers and fraudsters to bilk 
innocent people out of their 
hard earned money,” said 
Wilmington Police Lt. 
Christopher Neville. “Almost 
all of this fraud is based out- 
side the United States making 
it impossible for local agen- 
cies to assist in the investiga- 
tion and prosecution. 
Potential victims should be 
forewarned; never send 
money to anyone who offers 
you this type of deal. 
Criminals overseas spend all 
day long surfing the web for 
potential people to victimize. 
There are hundreds of angles 
out there and more are being 
dreamed up every day. 
Whether you have an apart- 
ment to rent on eBay or 
Craig’s List, a car to sell 
online, or you've been notified 
that you are the winner of a 
lottery that you have never 
played, the message is simple. 
DO NOT send or wire money 
to people that you don’t per- 
sonally know, or your next 
call to the police will be 
equally disappointing. 

The Postal Inspection 
Service is working to quickly 
shut down this scheme by 
attacking the problem from 
several angles. If you have

“Petty is who the sport was 
founded on,” Shay said. “He 
would sign autographs until 
the last person had gotten 
one. A lot of guys nowadays 
won't do that.” 

The once in a lifetime photo 
may soon become even more 
popular as Shay may very 
well loan it to the NASCAR 
Hall of Fame. If he is able to 
do that, he will be able to 
share with the world a mem- 
ory of not only one of the 
greatest drivers of all time, 
but also of the greatest man 
Shay ever knew - his father.

And after the 
church burned in 1864, the 
meetings had to be held'else- 
where. On some occasions, at 
least, it was in the Adams 
Pump Factory building. Levi 
Swain, constable, recalled 
town meetings being held in 
the building. 

Adams did more than just 
make pumps. He was blessed 
with Yankee ingenuity, and he 
had an idea that a train could 
be stopped more quickly by 
its engineer than by a dozen 
or so assorted brakemen. 
With manual braking sys- 
tems, the brakemen had to 
hustle from car to car, turn- 
ing control wheels to set the 
brakes. This manual system 
‘worked well enough on 
planned stops but was useless 
in emergency situations. 

In his factory, Adams rigged 
up a railroad, on a ramp, sort 
of a roller-coaster, and set to 
work on his brake system. He 
would pull a wheel truck 
assembly up the ramp by a 


ed with several methods of 
stopping them. He invented a

system using compressed air, 
controlled by means of a 
valve, These were quite possi- 
bly the first air brakes in 
America. All the neighbors 
and their children used to 
come and watch Adams stop 
his train wheels anywhere, 
any time, using the air 
brakes. 


One day in the late 1860s, an 
unknown man appeared and 
talked over the invention with 
Mr, Adams. It wasn’t long 
before the two men began to 
dicker, and the stranger 
bought out the air brake sys- 
tem for $300. 

Shortly thereafter, the 
Westinghouse Air Brake sys- 
tem was patented. Was the 
stranger George 
Westinghouse? Westinghouse 
was a railroad conductor 
from New York before he 
patented the air brake sys- 
tem. 

Cyrus and Susan Adams had 
two sons. Milton Fay Adams 
was born on Sept. 6, 1849. 
Jasper Morrill Adams was 
born August 27, 1853. Susan 
Adams died on Dec. 30, 1857, 
leaving Cyrus with the two

system. 

Some time in the late 19th 
Century, the place was con- 
verted into an apartment 
house with four apartments, 
with the front of the building 
facing Adams Street. Later 
the building was acquired by 
the Wilmington Catholic Club. 
Known just as the Catholic 
Club, it was a real live-wire 
organization. Its members 
used to put on some rousing 
minstrel shows, and had a lot 
of fun. When the Catholic 
Club disbanded in 1934, the 
American Legion Post bought 
the building. 
In the late 1950s, the build- 
ing took on a new function — 
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that of a temporary school. 
The Adams Street wing of the 
high school was under con- 
struction. The Swain School 
was full. So the School 
Department rented part of 
Legion Hall, and two classes 
were moved into the building. 

The American Legion post 
did extensive renovations to 
the building. On the second 
floor, there was a large meet- 
ing room. The first floor had 
a club room and a small 
kitchen, 

On the night of Feb. 18, 1987, 
the building was devastated 
by a major fire. It was torn 
down a few days later.

it around the corner to its 
present site next to the 
Congregational Church. 

Anew home was built on the 
subdivided lot. The property 
has changed hands three 
times in 18 years, four times 
counting the first sale from 
the developer. 

The Historical Commission 
had been in contact with the 
present owners last year, and 
had urged them to contact the 
commission before doing any- 
thing. That didn’t - happen. 
Apparently the owners were 
waiting for the commission to 
take some action. On 
Patriot’s Day weekend, 
Taylor Taylor used a Bobcat 
loader to demolish the pound. 
By the time the commission 
realized what was happening, 
only a few boulders remained 
in their original positions. 
The stones were subsequently 
numbered, to aid in the 
reconstruction. 

Taylor said that he was con- 
cerned that stones could fall 
from the high walls of the 
pound. He said that it was a 
secluded spot where youths 
would go and drink. The 


entrance to the pound was at 
the sidewalk, and the eight- 
foot walls divided the 15 by 18 
foot area from the rest of the 
yard. 

The Wilmington Dept. of 
Public Works moved the 
stones to a site next to the old 
Scalekeeper’s Cottage, where 
the pound will eventually be 
rebuilt. 

Historical Commission 
Chair Carolyn Harris said 
that the commission will put 
together a “request for pro- 
posals” (RFP) seeking bids 
from contractors. She plans 
to meet with the town manag- 
er next month. The project 
should cost between $5,000 
and $25,000, she said. 

The challenge is to find a 
contractor with the skill to 
construct a structure closely 
approximating the original. 

The town has received some 
donations for the project, but 
they have not reached the 
$1,000 mark. Donations may

Wilmington Golfer goes National 


Peabody adds to 
collection with 
two more medals 


For some athletes, an 
increase in the level of com- 
petition can cause a major 
setback in their performance. 
Whether it be a baseball play- 
er moving up from Triple A to 
the Major Leagues or a foot- 
ball or basketball player mov- 
ing from college to the pros, 
the step up to the next level 
can often cause a step back in 
their success level regardless 
of how talented they are. 

For Wilmington’s Keith 
Peabody, however, a step up 
in competition does not 
appear to be a problem. 
Peabody, a 42 year old golfer 
from Wilmington had previ- 
ously won Special Olympics 
national championships at 
Level 4 in 2003 and 2006 had 
moved up to Level 5 for his 
most recent tournaments and 
it was unclear how he would 
respond top such an increase 
in the level of competition he, 
would be facing. 

The answer, as it turns out, 
appears to be very well, 
thank you. First, in the 
National Invitational Special 
Olympics Golf Tournament in 
Lincoln Nebraska from 
August 1-3, Peabody earned a 
bronze medal with three out- 
standing rounds of golf. He 
followed up that outstanding 
performance with an even 
more remarkable effort this 
past weekend, with a Level 5 
victory in the Special 
Olympics state tournament 
held at Stow Acres Country 
Club. 

The state tournament was a 
one day event, while the 
national tournament at 
Highlands Golf Course in 
Lincoln Nebraska was a three 
day event. In that tourna- 
ment, he saved his best per- 
formance for the most crucial 
day, shooting a 106 on the 
final day of the event, after 
posting scores of 108 and 109 
on the first two days. 
Peabody was competing 
against 17 other golfers at 
Level 5, while there 136 total 
golfers at the tournament 

“I made some good shots all 
three days, but on the third 
day .1 played my best,” 
Peabody said. “All 17 golfers 
were very good, and I was the 
only one from Massachus 
There were some good 
ers from Texas, Mary 
and Wisconsin.” 

As good as some of the 
other players were, Peabody 
nearly accomplished some- 
thing that nobody else did, as 
he came within inches of a 
hole in one on the par three 
eight hole during that final 
round. Peabody connected 
perfectly off the tee, and the 
ball actually hit the pin 
before rolling and coming 
just three inches short of 
going in the hole. 

“It felt good when I shot it 
and it looked like it had a

chance to go in,” Peabody 
said. “After it hit the pin 
everyone was yelling for it to 
go in, but it didn’t quite make 
it.” * 

Among those yelling for 
Keith on both that shot as 
well as throughout the rest of 
the tournament was _ his 
brother Les, who served as 
his caddy for the tournament. 
While Les caddied for the 
Nebraska tournament, 
Keith’s other brother Mark 
caddied for him the Stow 
tournament. Both have cad- 
died for him before and for 
Keith their presence makes 
his outstanding performances 
even more memorable, 

“It meant a lot to have them 
as my caddies,” Peabody 
said. “They give me some 
good advice while I am play- 
ing, as far as which clubs to 
use and things like that. 1 
usually know which club to 
use anyway, but they help me 
as well.” 

In the Stow tournament, 
Peabody beat out another 
group of quality golfers to fin- 
ish atop the leader board, 
shooting a 102 to win the one 

jay event. 

“That was another hard 
course, but I played well,” 
Peabody suid. “I had played it 
once before, but not in a tour- 
nament so this was a little 
different.” 

The Special Olympics had a 
special meaning this year, 
particularly this past week 
end in Stow, due to the pass: 


ing of Special Olympics 
founder Eunice Kennedy 
Shriver. Peabody did not 


know Shriver personally, but 
he always appreciated what 
she had done for Special 
Olympics athletes like him- 
self, in fact sending her a let 
ter recently letting her know 
the impact she had on his life. 

“She was the one who really 
got this program going. She 
had a great interest in 
Special Olympics,” Peabody 
said. “I wrote her and told 
her how Special Olympics 
opened doors for me and 
thanked her for all she had 
done.” 

While Shriver helped 
Peabody and other Special 
Olympics athletes from a dis- 
tance, Peabody has been 
assisted on a much closer 
level by instructor Barrie 
Bruce of Barrie Bruce Golf 
Schools and the Billerica 
Country Club, Peabody cred- 
its his years of training with 
Bruce for helping him to be 
the player he is today. 

“He has helped me a lot to 
improve my game,” Peabody 
said. “I practice with him 
every chance I get. My dri 
ves are usually straight and 
long, but he has helped me a 
lot with my short game. He 
has definitely helped me 
become a better golfer.”

ly. “We'll grow into that space. 
We're not there yet. Right 
now we have them in here a 
small part of the day, but 
we'll grow into this space. It’s 
a philosophical belief that the 
school has that exposing kids 
to the fine arts is an incredi- 
bly important part of school 
for kids.” 

The school has a long his- 
tory within the Reading com- 
munity, attracting students 
from throughout the North 
Shore area. 

According to the school’s 
website, at the invitation of 
Cardinal Cushing, Austin 
Preparatory School was 
founded in 1961 by the 
Augustinian Friars of the 
Province of St. Thomas of 
Villanova, and opened its 
classrooms to students in 
September 1963. 

“The Cardinal saw the 
flock moving out of Boston, 
and as he saw where they 
relocated he set up schools 
like these to sort of capture 
them,” said Dowd. 

Austin is an abbreviated 
form of the name Augustine, 
and so the school's name car- 
ries on the legacy and 
acknowledges a debt to St. 
Augustine and his followers,

the Augustinians. Saiht 
Augustine is the School's 
patron saint, and as a school 
community, strive toward the 
Augustinian ideal of: “One 


mind, one heart, intent on: 


God.” 

The school almost closed 
in the late 1960’s almost 
became part. of Reading 
schools, but not due to a lack 
of stydents. 

“The school was enjoying 
some of its highest enrollment 
in that 10 year period,” said 
Dowd. “But the Augustinians 
had a decline in manpower, 
and a sale was proposed to 
the town of Reading. It was 
very close to getting done, but 
then a few of them said wait a 
minute, and four men made a 
proposal that they retain it 
The Board of Trustees now 
owns the real estate.” 

Since 1973, Austin has been 
led by a lay Board of Trustees 
as an incorporated Catholic 
independent day school. 
Augustinian priests continued 
to serve Austin in a number of 
capacities until 1992 when the 
remaining priests were re- 
assigned by the order. 
Currently our faculty of 57 
men and women includes two 
priests, and one Dominican 
sister. 

Austin Prep opened a 
Middle School Program in 
September of 1987 in order to 
extend services to a wider 
Population. The School fur- 
ther expanded in 1992 by 
offering admission to young 
women for the first time in 
the school’s history. Today, 
the School enrolls just over 
700 students in almost an 
equal split between young 
men and young women. 

Of this number 200 stu- 
dents are enrolled in the 
Middle School and 500 in the 
High School. The student 
body is geographically 
diverse, coming from over 55 
cities . and towns in

When word got out that 
Judd Apatow was going to 
make a film about comedy, I 
couldn't wait to see what he 
was going to do, but then I 
heard that he was bringing 
lymphoma into it.

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Making times tables

Many students admit feeling pressure to have a good body 
Body image is a concern for students of all age 


For the millions of junior high, high school and college students 
heading back to school shortly, the idea of returning to the class- 
room may be met with mixed emotions. 

While the school experience is built upon educational advance- 
ment, attending school is also laregly a social experience. Many 
students find themselves working as hard to “fit in” as they do to 
improve their grades.

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Infectious diseases at school 


In April 2009, HINi, also 
known as "swine flu,” began to 
circulate throughout North 
America. With many students 
having just returned to school 
from spring break vacations to 
Mexico, where the virus is 
thought to have originated, sev- 
eral outbreaks began to pop up 
in schools across the country. 
Many of these schools closed 
temporarily to disinfect the 
buildings. 


While HINI certainly may be 
an eye-opener for parents and 
students, providing lessons on 
just how rampant infectious 
diseases can be in a school 
environment, flu viruses aren't 
the only infectious diseases to 
be concerned about at school. 
Experts say that exposure to a 
variety of different infectious 
diseases in a school environ- 
ment is inevitable, especially at 
the grade-school level. 

The common cold, chicken- 
pox, head lice, tuberculosis, 
mononucleosis (mono), and 
many other conditions can be 
expected in school environ-

Teachers spend several hours 
per day with students and can 
typically be the first line of 
defense when an illness is sus- 
pected. They cari view physical 
and behavioral changes that 
may indicate a student is not 
feeling well, especially when 
"symptoms" are compared 
against normal behavior for 
this particular student. 

Signs of illness may include: 

Changes in appetite:The stu- 
dent may pick at food or want 
to avoid food all together. 

Behavior changes:Lethargy, 
irritability or lack of energy 
could indicate something is 
amiss. 

Skin color: Pasty skin color 
can indicate illness, as well as 
flushed skin. Eyes may also 
appear glassy or red. 

Fever:While teachers aren't 
frequently engaging in person- 
al contact with students, they

* Students should be encour- 
aged to eat healthy, balanced 
meals.

The layout outside of the 
facility is something to con- 
sider as well. Kids need to 
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exercise, and parents will 
want their kids to have ample 
outdoor space to play after a 
long day at school. Play equip- 
ment should be available, and 
that equipment should be new

Of course, the first step in overcoming a learning disability is 
recognizing its presence, Certain learning disabilities, such as 
dyslexia, are widely known to parents and educators alike and can 
be easier to detect. However, others, such as Central Auditory 
Processing Disorders (CAPD),’can prove to be more of a mystery. 

Often part of another learning disability, CAPD is a physical 
hearing impairment, one that affects a person's ability to sepa- 
rate a spoken message from background information. In certain 
instances, a person with CAPD might be asked one question but 
answer another. 

Such confusion can make communication, be it with teachers or 
fellow students, very difficult, and negatively influence a student's 
education. That places a greater responsibility on the parents and 
educators to recognize possible symptoms of CAPD. Those symp- 
toms can include: 

* processing thoughts and ideas slowly and difficulty explaining 

m 


* confused by figurative language, such as similes and 
metaphors, or misunderstanding puns and jokes because words 
are taken too literally 

* misspelling or mispronouncing similar sounding words, or con- 
fusing like-sounding words, such as celery/salary, belt/built, etc. 

* easily and frequently distracted by background noises 

* difficulty focusing or remembering presentations or lectures 

It's important for parents, teachers and, perhaps most impor- 
tantly, students to recognize that people with diagnosed learning 
disabilities often excel in the classroom with a few adjustments. 
For people with CAPD, parents and educators are integral in 
ensuring they make the most of their talents and intellect.

* Show rather than explain: Because students with a CAPD can 
experience difficulty processing language, it is often easier for 
them to grasp a concept if they see it unfold rather than have that 
concept simply explained to them. 

* Reduce directions: The longer a spoken direction is, the more 
likely a student with CAPD is to have those directions drowned out 
by background noises. Keep directions short, or space them out to 
lessen the amount the student has to process all at once. In addi- 
tion, consider rewording directions that could potentially proye 
confusing. 

* Allow more time for a response: A student with CAPD might 
take longer to process a question and decipher what was asked. 
Allow such students more time to give their response, 

* Use supplementary materials: Educators can use things such 
as handouts to supplement a lecture that a student with CAPD 
might have trouble focusing on or remembering. 

* Vary pitch and tone of voice: Place a greater emphasis on key 
words in an effort to aid a student's memory of important points. 

Learning disabilities are a part of many students' lives. However, 
as students across the nation continue to prove each day, with 
proper support and intervention learning disabilities can be over- 
come.

It's no secret young people 
; growing up today are more

days, communicating with

What does this all mean? It

ricular activity at school. 
That could be partly due to 
the responsibility the parent 
now has to transport the stu- 
dent to and from, as well as 
other participation require- 
ments. But Robert Needlman,

"Do not use a picture that 
will embarrass you five years 
down the road because even if 
you delete the picture, it will 
never go away.

TIP 2 — Don't talk to 
strangers and use privacy set- 
tings: Sometimes people 
aren't always who they say 
they are and the Internet pro- 
vides an additiorial means of 
being anonymous. Remember, 
everyone in the world doesn't 
have your best interests at 
heart and some people are 
looking to prey on children 
and teens online.
